"The bootléegger: who buys his supply through a syndicate and: 
sells to his own list of customers does not for a moment look upon 
himself as being dishonest. Those who make up his circle of 
friends undoubtedly consider him above moral reproach, lacking, as 
, they probably do, a desire to aid in the enforcement of a law that 
may be in contravention to their own personal tasts. 

“In the final analysis, then, the only honest bootlegger is one 
who has met all his obligations, including those to the government, | 
and last but not. least:of these obligations is his’ income tax. The 
bootlegger who has safely delivered his stock, and who has been 
paid in cold cash, which he has either deposited in the bank or in- 
a i in securities or real estate to take care of the inevitable rainy 
day, has by no means crossed the River°of Doubt. He has found 
that Uncle Sam is warring with a double-edged sword—on one side 
the prohibition officals-and on the other the income tax investigators. 

“Unless: well advised by persons familiar- with the income tax 
‘law, the bootlegger ‘does not know that he can declare allvhis boot: 
Jeg profits as such and he immune from any prosecution for illegal 
liquor sales by the government based on statements embodied in the 
income tax re arn. He can still. make a clean breast of his. busi- 
ness “return if bis income is being investigated by —- his pro- 
- fits to the revenue agent.
